Be it Ordained by .the Maydr and 


Councilman ol! the City of Ada: 


Section ]. 
That it shall be un- 


lawful for any firm, corporation, per- 
son, or persons to erect, construct, 
or maintain any awning over *he 
shall 
lie usupended 
from the said 


within 
the corporate limits of the 


City of Ada, unless said awnincs 
shall 
be 'isupended 
from 
the said 


buildings by iron or steel barn, flrn:- 
b 
implanted in the walls of said 


buildings and not supported by any 
posts whatsoever, and have iron or 
metal framework with cloth, canvass, 
metal, or corrugated iron covering, 
and the lowest part of said awning, 
where it extends over the sidewalk, 
shall be at least seven feet above 
the same and said awning shall not, 
extend more than eight feet over 
the said sidewalk. Provided, how 
'ever, that such awnings as are now 
in good repair shall not be con- 
demned, but shall be allowed to re- 
main until such time as they are 
deemed unsafe, then 'said awningfe

son, or persons to erect, construct, 
or maintain any awning over *he

buildings by iron or steel bars, firn:-

implanted in the walls of said 


buildings and not supported by any 
posts whatsoever, and have iron or 
metal framework with cloth, canvass, 
metal, or corrugated iron covering, 
and the lowest part of said awning,

it extends over the sidewalk, 


at least seven feet above 


the same and said awning shall not 
extend more than eight feet over 
the said sidewalk.
